ADOPTION BY STATE OF WISCONSIN 


Scheme Would Relieve House Shortage and Reduce 


Rents, Says A. B. Taynton, Forward 


Press Secretary 


"A relief for conditions 
which 


make houses so scarce atid rents so 
high would te brought about 'if the 
stato of Wisconsin would adopt the 
Ohio plan of taxation," said Alfred 
B. Taynton, .secretary of the For- 
ward Press Activities, in an inter- 
view for The Capital Times. 


"Our investigations prove," said 


Mr. Taynton, "that in th'is state 84 
pei- 'Cent of all taxes are paid by 
real estate owners. Under the Ohio 
plan, real estate would pay only 62 
per cent. This would mean :\ re- 
duction of 25 per cent ir. real es- 
tate taxation, if prospective build- 
ers of homes and apartment houses 
could te relieved of 25 per cent of 
their taxes this would be a great 
encouragement, nud would at once 
induce many persons to build." _.
